World Boxing Champion 
Holmes survives surprisingly 
close match 


RENO, Nevada (UPI) — Lar- 
ry Holmes, his mouth bloodied 
and his left eye nearly swol- 
len shut, staggered Carl “‘The 
Truth” Williams in the final 
two rounds here late last night 
to win a 15-round decision and 
retain his International Boxing 
Federation World Heavyweight 
Title, 


The fight against a nobody 


. proved one of the toughest in 


ne citi en aarti aang Serres! 


Holmes’ career and surprising- 
ly close. It gave the 35-year- 
old champion a 48-0 record, 


one victory shy of Rocky Mar- 


ciano’s Heavyweight. mark of 
49, Holmes has said he will 
fight two more times and re= 
tire at 50-0. 


Judge Jerry Roth scored the 
fight 143-142, ; 

There were no knock-down 
in the bout, and Holmes had 
the challenger in trouble only 
in each of the last two rounds. 
In the 14th, after Williams be- 
gan the round with stinging left 
jabs and a left hook that 
brought blood from Holmes’ 
mouth, the Champion finally 
regained control and hammer- 
ed Williams with powerful 
rights, — 


In the round’s last ten sec- 


onds, Holmes landed three 
whistling rights flush on the 


challenger’s jaw and Williams 
staggered into the ropes as the 
bell sounded. 


Holmes continued the attack 


in the final round—despite his 
left eye being nearly shut, He 
rocked Williams with.a straight 
right 20 seconds 
round, but could not put away 
his 25-year-old opponent... 

“‘He was very’ game, he had 
a hard left jab,” Holmes ad- 
mitted today. 

Holmes won the World Box- 
ing Council Heavyweight Title 
June 9, 1978, in a brutal 15- 
round fight against Ken Nor- 
ton. He defended that crown 
15 times before relinquishing 
it in November 1983 when. he 
chose to fight Marvis Frazier 
instead of the leading W.B.C. 
contender. 

Holmes knocked out Frazier 
in the first round and then 
also became Champion of the 
ILB.F., the younger boxing 
association. His victory over 
Williams was his third defense 
of that Title. 


-In another ten-round heavy- 
weight bout, Marvis Frazier, 
son of former Heavyweight 
Champ Joe Frazier, overcame 
a second-round beating in 
which he was nearly knocked 
out to score a unanimous de- 


cision over James Tillis.

MIAMI, Florida (UPI) — Ra- 
dio Marti, a 50,000-watt station 
that U.S, President Reagan 
claims will “help defuse the 
war hysteria” spread by Cuban 
President Fidel Castro, began 
broadcasting yesterday with
